Miss Bessie Palmer Dangerously 
Wounded While in Her Apart- 
ments at 07 Oakwood Boulevard at 
an Early Hour—Revives in After- 
noon and Accuses Her Roommate, 
‘Miss Elsie Barrett, Who Is Arrested 
—~Prisoner Declares Affair Accident. 


Miss Bessie Palmer, known on the stage 
as Mile. Asita, was shot and dangerously 
wounded at an early hour yesterday morning 
in her apartments, 97 Oakwood boulevard. 
Miss Elsie Barrett, Aer companion and room- 
mate, is accused by Miss Palmer of firing the 
revolver with deliberate aim. 

Miss Barrett is a prisoner at the Hyde Park 
| police station, charged with assault with in- 
tent to kill. She declares the weapon was 
discharged by accident. Dr. Frank Wright, 
‘who was in an adjoining room at the time of 
the shooting, is sought by the police, who did 
not learn of the affair until ten hours after it 
had taken place. 

There are some mysterious features con- 
nected with the shooting. According to Miss 
Palmer, who revived in the afternoon at the 
Hahnemann hospital and was able to make 
a statement to Lieut. Sullivan of the Hyde 
Park “station, Miss Barrett reached the 
apartment at 2:30 o’clock a.m.

They found that one of the large 
veins in Miss Palmer’s neck had been sev- 
ered by the bullet. Dr. Wood said that when 
he reached the room Miss Palmer was un- 


slightest pulsation in her wrist. | 

“We were compelled to administer the 
strongest stimulants,” said Dr. Wood. For 
several hours I could not leave her. I did 
not think that the woman would ever re- 
vive. We gave many injections of heart 
stimulants and salt solitions, and she finally 
regained consciousness. Before 7 o' clock in 
the morning I called for the ambulance from 
the Hahnemann hospital, and she was taken 
there. During the day she seemed to revive 
to some extent, but it is too soon to say 
what the outcome will be. She is in a most 
serious condition. The ball passed through 
the right side of the lower jaw and into the 
head.”’ 

Inspector Hunt of the Hyde Park district 
heard a rumor of the shooting while near the 
city hall just before noon. He learned from 
the station that no report had been made of 
the affair, and at once ordered an investiga- 
tion. Miss Palmer was found at length at 
the hospital. Miss Barrett was at that time 
in their apartment. After the wounded 
woman had made her statement Miss Bar- 
rett was taken to the Hyde Park station and 
locked up.

“If I had shot to kill I would have suc- 
ceeded,” said Miss Barrett.

Miss Palmer's last engagement was 
in St. Louis. I do not remember how long 
since sHe has appeared in Chicago. I think 
that it was in the early fall.“ 

Miss Palmer is 25 years old and Miss Shes 
rett 26.

State’s Attorney Graham went to bed feel- 
ing confident that a conviction would be 
secured. The attorneys for the defense were 
not sanguine as to the outcéme of the trial.

, Defendant on Verge of Collapse. 

Miss Dunlap, looking Hike the ghost of her 
former self, was on the po‘nt of collapse when 
the jury went out. Her aged mother, worm 
out with weeks of worry and constant at- 
tendance at her daughter's side m court, aleo 
was in a critical condition. It was deemed 
unwise to remove the defendant from the 
courthouse to the jail when the jury went 
out, and Miss Dunlap was given a couch in an 
arte-room.

der of. Miss Dool than the ambition to take 
her place as a clerk in Felix’s dry goods 
store. 

“I say there is a motive in this crime,” 
said Mr. Scott, and I contend it has been 
proved. This gif! for some reason locked 
within her own breast wanted to work in 
Felix's store. Men have been murdered for 
$1,000 and they have been murdered for 50 
cents. The defense claims that the motive 
ascribed to, the defendant in this case is 
insufficient. What is inadequate motive? 
A few hundred years ago, as French his- 
tory tells us, the Marchioness Brinvilliers 
poisoned one of her daughters because she 
was not bright mentally. She poisoned one 


of her sons because he had a club foot, and 


poisoned a servant because she was awk- 
ward. The Borgias, that famous aristo- 
cratic family of Italy, poisoned many per- 
sons for the most trivial of reasons, but his- 
tory has never questioned the sufficiency of 
motive in any of those cases. 


Ridicules Accident Theory. 


The accident theory, Mr. Scott declared, 
was entirely outside of the testimony pre- 
sented by the defense. All of the facts, he 
said, went to prove that Tona Dunlap had 
bought strychnine for the ostensible pur- 
pose of treating a corn; that she had used 
some of this strychnine in doctoring one or 
more chocolate creams; that she deliberate- 
ly gave this poisoned candy to Alice Dool in 
the presence and without the knowledge of 
Miss Margaret Miller while they were be- 
ing waited upon in Felix’s store; and that 
the cahdy was given for the purpose of kill- 
ing Miss Dool and obtdining her position as 
a clerk. 

It was the theory of the state, Mr. Scott 
declared, that Miss Dunlap either carried 
the poisoned candy in the sleeve of her shirt 
waist or in her pocketbook with her hand- 
kerchief. The candy, it was argued, had 
been bought the day before the visit to the 
store and doctored and then slipped into the 
sack of candy purchased at Frank Miner's 
store an hour or so before the visit to Felix’s 
store, 


Says Suicide Theory Is Abe 

The theory of suicide advanced by the de- 
fense was assailed by Mr. Scott. He de- 
clared there had not been produced a shred 
of evidence in support of such a theory. It 
hung upon a letter written two years ago 
by Miss Dool to her lover, Frank Owen, in 
which the breaking of their engagement was 
discussed. In the same vigorous manner Mr. 
Scott attacked the testimony of the defense, 
going to show that the defendant had 
bought strychnine for her corns. 

“Her story about the corn cure,” said 
Mr. Scott, is improbable and impossible, 
a fraud and pretense not entitled to a mo- 
ment’s consideration by this jury. It is an 
invention pure and simple; just as is the story 
she had told about her sickness on the night. 
Allie Dool died. Her sickness was feigned 
after she heard over the telephone that mf 


Dunlap but he insisted upon her punishment 
in justice to the community and the laws 
of the state. 

Throughout his bitter attack upon the de- 
fense Miss Dunlap sat without emotion, ap- 
parently hearing nothing of what he said. 

Mrs. Will Dunlap, her sister-in-law, who 
testified for the state, wept while Mr. Scott 
was praising her for the part she has played 
in the case. 


Greet Crush at the Trial. 


The keen interest felt in the outcome of 
the trial reached its climax today.. An hour 
before the courtroom opened hundreds of 
men and women were standing before the 
door waiting for admission. The stairways 
were packed from the ground floor to the 
landing on the third floor; where a force of 
bailiffs stood on guard to prevent further 
encroachment on the jury’s quarters. 

When Sheriff Larrance ordered the doors 
opened to the courtroom there was a rush 
which swept the bailiffs off their feet.

A 
half mile of heavy line was hauled ashore 
by steam power without hitch or halt. Re 

End of the Cable Landed. 

One Hour and five thinutes from the time 
the line left the Silverton the cable Was 
hauled upon the soil of picturesque San 
Souci park amid the shouts of thousands 
and the crash öf a band of music. Just as 
the cable touched the shore a heavy shower 
of rain fell upon the gayly attired multitude, 
but danger of a wetting was ignored in the 
rness to catch a glimpse of the magic 
line that is to connect them with the rest of 
the werld. There was no official ceremony 
at the time, further than the laying of a lei, 
or native wreath, upon the end of the cable 
by Mrs. Hawes, who repeated the customary 
native greeting. Aloha.“ 

The Silverton remained at anchor, holding 
to the line until near noon Monday, Dec. 29, 
when the steamer moved out upon the course 
prescribed by the chart in paying out the 
cable. Six miles were laid to a point off 
Koko Head. At this point rough seas were 
encountered and the line was buoyed, The 
Silverton returned to Honolulu harbor and 
anchored off shore. It was between 
Capt. Martin and Chief Cable Engineer 
Benest that no further work would be at- 
tempted until the wind abated and the seas. 
calmed. The wind showed no signs of abat- 
ing till Tuesday, but the big steamer made 
no move. Wednesday was passed in idle- 
ness, with little wind, but it was reasoned 
that another day would see the end of the 
period of the northeast trades, the duration 
of. which surprised even the oldest residents 
of Honolulu. 

On Thursday, the first day of the new year, 
scarcely a breeze stirred the waters of the 
harbor, and advice came to the ship from 
Diamond Head lighthouse that the chan- 
nel was quite calm, with only a moderate 
swell running. A few minutes after 4 o’clock 
in the morning the Silverton weighed anchor 
and made a start down the bay, arriving off 
Koko Head, where the shore end had beerr 
buoyed since Monday. 


Cable Fins lly Connected. 

With little difficulty the line from the bot- 
tom was spliced upon deck.and passed over 
the stern sheaves and a start was made for 
the outer buoy. The cable was paid out at 
the rate of seven knots an hour. Shortly aft- 
er 1 o'clock in the afternoon the Silverton 
reached the point, where the San Francisco 
end was buoyed. The sea was not rough, but 
the swell rolled the vessel considerably. 
Great care was taken in handling the steam- 
er while taking up the buoy. It was finally 
accomplished at 3:44 o’clock without un- 


testing room was quickly made and San 
Francisco responded promptly to the call, 
thus relieving the public mind on the codn- 
tinent, which must have regarded the long 
silence of thé ship as strange, if not ominous. 


How Cable Was Laid. 

The voyage of the Silverton was eventful 
and at times unpleasantly exciting. Twelve 
hours out from San Francisco the cableship 
was beset by bad weather, which continued 
with the exception of one day to the end of 
the voyage. Variable winds that at times 
approached the velocity of gales, heavy seas 
that buffeted the steamer about, retarded 
progress as well as endangered the safety of 
the cable; in fact, every adverse condition 
that is usually encountered in the laying of a 
cable was met with and at times made the 
task a most hazardous one. 

A more perfect day could hardly be im- 
agined than Sunday, Dec. 14, when the shore 
end was landed near the Cliff house, off San 
Francisco. The line of the shore end wad 
brought on board the steamer at 5:80 in the 
evening, and the start was made Monday 
morning. The favorable conditions continued 
until 11 o’clock on the morning of that date, 
when the vessel ran into a squall of wind and 
rain that came out of the west. Steering 
through a southwesterly course, the Silver- 
ton offered a broad star beam to the storm. 
Soon the seas were whipped into confusion, 
rolling the vessel ma manner most danger- 
ous to the cable. ’ 

The velocity of the wind increased, and 
early in the afternoon great green seas 
boarded the starboard bow and swept along 
the deck and escaped into the sea through 
the port scuppers. Toward evening ropes 
were strapped about the deck and everything 
was made fast. The rain ceased, but the 
storm continued with unabated force 


These were anxious hours for those in 
charge of the safety of the cable. Two 
courses oe to them—é¢ither keep on 
the true or cut and buoy the line. 
Both were fi .ught with great danger. A 
deviation from the course was obviously out 
of the question, as much for the reason that, 
such action would not have lessened the 
strain upon the cable as the more impor- 
tant consideration of the waste of time and 
the danger of getting into unknown depths.

Senator Hoar today made public the full text 
of the anti-trust bill which he had asked leave 
to introduce just before the senate adjourned 
for the holidays. The bill is divided into 
eleven sections and is a carefully wor 
document, | going at length into the various 
evils it ie sought to correct. 

As in other similar. measures, publicity 
and the opportunity for a thorough investi- 
gation of the inside affairs of big corpora- 
tions are provided. Frequent reports are 
to be required and the government officers 
are authorized to do whatever seems neces- 
sary to safeguard the interests of the public. 


Law Effective June 30, 1904. 


In the bill, which now goes to the commit-

From and after the 30th day 0 June, in 
the year 1904, no corporation, joint stock 
company, or other association whose stock- 
holders are not personally lable for their

visions and liabilities of this act, and the 
obligations by it imposed, so long as they 
shall continue to hold or ore said of- 
ficers or authority. 

The attorney general of the United 
States may at any time require of any cor- 
poration, joint stock company, or other as- 
sociation so engaged any statement he may 
think fit in regard to the conduct of its busi- 


ness. And he may especially ulre any 
such corporation, joint stock company, or 
other association to give a list Of all con- 


tracts or transactions entered into within 


the twelve months preceding such requisi- 
tion, in which it has sold any article or prod- 
uot. or carried any articles or products at a 


rate less than the ordinary market price, if 
such articles or product had been sold or 
carried by any other person than the party to 
such transaction. And he may further re- 
quire the reasons for such distinction and 
the circumstances attending the same. 


Provides Fine and Imprisonment. 


“Every person, corporation, joint stock 
company, or other association engaged in 
commerce with foreign nations or among 
the several states who shall enter into any 
contract, combination, or conspiracy, or who 


„Shall give any direction or authority to do 


any, act, for the purpose of driving out ot 
business any other person engaged therein, 
or who for such purpose shall, in the course 
of such commerce, sell any article or prod- 
uct at less than its fair market value, or at 
a less price than it is accustomed to demand 
or receive therefor in any other place under

NEW LAW ON ARMY UNIFORMS. 


Report of Board Which Decided on Reg- 
ulations Made Public—Changes 
Are Many. 2 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The war de- 
partment made public today the report of the 
uniform board, headed by Gen. Young, of 
which Col. Patten is the recorder, setting 
out in detail the changes made in the army 
uniform, some of which were seen for the 
first time at the White house reception yes- 
terday. The first recommendation is that 
officers on duty in Washington should be re- 
quired to wear their uniforms during office 
hours. 

Other recommendations, all of which have 
been approved and are consequently now 
army regulations, provide for the substitu- 


‘tion of bronze sleeve ornaments for those of 


embroidery and metal for full dress, Chap- 
lains are to wear black overcoats. The em- 


broidered gold oak leaves on officers’ visors 


must come off,. except on ranks above that 
of major. 

The United States coat of arms in gold is 
to be added to all shoulder knots of officers 
above captains. An important change is the 
abolition of the chapeau, the service helmet. 
and service cap for officers and the service 
trousers for enlisted men. 

A significant recommendation calls for a 
more detailed description of the shoes to be 
worn by officers, for it is rumored that the 
board’s labors were begun as a result of the 
detection of an officer otherwise properly 
uniformed, in full dress, wearing a pair of 
russet shoes. 


COMPLAINS OF STOCK RATES. 


Kearney, Mo., Shipper Wamts Inquiry 
Into Alleged Discrimination by 
Burlington Railway. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad is made the 
defendant in a complaint filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission by Gilbert Barr 
of Kearney, Mo., who alleges the exaction 
of an unreasonable and unjust tariff on live 
stock. 

The complainant says that since Oct. 4 last 
the railroad has compelled him to pay for 
transportation of live stock in carload lots 
from Kearney to Chicago 23% cents per hun- 
dred potinds, although a reasonable charge 
is 12 cents per hundred pounds. The com- 
plaint charges that during the time men- 
tioned the defendant has had in force on its 
lines a rate of 28% cents per hundred pounds, 
applying upon live stock originating at Kan- 


sas, City and shipped in carload lots to Chi- 


cago, and another rate of 12 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, called a proportional rate, ap- 
plying between Kansas City and Chicago on 
live stock originating at points west of Kan- 
sas City and upon which through rate from 
originating point to Chicago would not be 
less than 23% cents per hundred pounds. 

The complainant alleges that, although the 
12 cent rate is published as a proportional 
rate, the defendant still allows shippers of 
live stock to use it without reference to the 
origin of their shipments and regardless of 
whether rates have been paid thereon from 
points of origin to Kansas City, entitling 
such shippers to the proportional rate from 
Kansas City to Chicago.

Marines Learn Much in Experiments 


Of Philippine Capital—Novelty in 
‘Target Practice Is Promised tor 
Mon day- Rapid Fire Guns to Be 
Used on Dummy Submarine Boat— 
New Member of Commission Is In- 
ducted Into Office.

{BY CABLE TO THRE 
MANILA, Jan. 2.—The naval mane 
of the fleet under Rear Admiral Evans in 
Subig bay have proved instructive and show 
that a hostile fleet could not enter the har- 


rhe 200 marines, who were detached from 


the ships and landed at Grand island, where 
they laid 400 yards of railroad and threw up 
entrenchments and batteries, frustrated the 
majority of attempts to run the mine fields 
by small boats carrying counter mines. 


“These boats acted as if an enemy’s ships 


were attempting to invade the country and 


pass the mine fields, but the marines dis- : 


covered them by searchlights. 
A small boat from the captured Spanish 


cruiser, Don Juan de Asturias, disguised 


with bushes, under command of Ensign Bab- 
cock, however, with two of the crew, made 
a mile and a half to the shore, which is in- 
fested by sharks, and succeeded in carrying 
counter mine buoys and attaching them to 
the mines without being discovered. Rear 
Admiral Evans tulated the marines 
on their good work. 


Novelty in Target Practice. 


The fleet will return to Manila bay on 
Monday for target practice. There will be 
a particular novelty on this occasion. A 
dummy submarine boat has been constructed 
and its turret will be exposed above water 
for thirty seconds. During the exposure 
the fleet will use its quick firing guns in an 
endeavor to destroy the submarine boat. 

Gen. James F. Smith of California, who 
was appointed a member of the Philippine 
commission to succeed Barnard Moses, 
whose resignation went into effect on Jan. 
1, was inducted into office yesterday. All 
the other members of the commission and 
the judges of the Supreme court wort part 
in the ceremony. 


Guidi Sees Peace for Isles. 


ROME, Jan. 2.—The vatican is in receipt | 


of the first long report on the situation in the 
Philippines from Mgr. Guidi, apostolic dele- 
gate in the islands. The delegate expresses 
the hope that as he and the governor are 
both animated by a desire to maintain the 
pacification and secure the prosperity of the 
islands they will succeed in reaching an 


understanding satisfactory to Rome, Wash- 


ington, and the Philippine people. 

Mgr. Guidi gives a summary of the evidence 
he has collected with regard to the selling 
of the friars’ lands, the settlement of ren- 
tals, damages due the church, the convey- 
ance of titles, and the administration of 
charitable and educational

OFFICIALS oF LEADING RAIL- 
WAYS IGNORE DEMAND. 


Hold That ‘Request for 20 Per Cent 
Raise Is Unreasonable—Union Chiefs 
Hurrying to Chicago Because Next 
Monday Is the Day They Set for an 
Answer—Grand Master F. M. Arthur 
Here to Head Committees in Ne- 
gotiations with Santa Fe. 


The officials of the leading railroad systems 
west of Chicago have taken no cognizance 
of the requests filed by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen for a 20 per cent wage 
increase, although their answer was demand- 
ed on next Monday, 

This seeming indifference brought the lead- 
ers of the union hurrying to Chicago yester- 
day. It was discovered by them that nocall 
kor a general meeting of the railroad officials 
has been issued. This created a feeling of 
dismay, for now the roads will have to an- 
swer individually if they do atall. None of 
them has done so yet and none is expected to 
take that course today. 


Demand Held Unreasonable. 


It was learned that the officials co 
the demand exorbitant and will not seriou 
consider it. It was asserted by one of the 
railroad presidents that if the men wished an 
increase they would have to lower their fig- 
ures’ materially. He said further htat a 10 
per cent basis would probably be close to 
that finally agreed on. 

When news that the roads had not taken 
joint action reached the headquarters of the 
‘brotherhood in Cleveland, O., Grand Master 
P. H. Morrissey came on to Chicago and spent 
yesterday afternoon here looking over the 
situation. He left for Cleveland in the even- 
ing, but is expected back in Chicago again 
on Monday. He would not acknowledge that 
he considered the situation serious. 


Grand Master Arthur Here. 


During the day Grand Master P. M. Arthur 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
came quietly into the city and took quarters 

at the Great Northern hotel. All the after- 
noon and evening he was in conference with 
committees from the Atchison, Topeka and 
Sante Fé road, where a demand is pending 
for a wage increase which the men hope 
will aggregate over $500,000.

TEMPLE FOR THE TEAMSTERS. 


Entire Block to Be Occupied by Their 
| Organizations if Present 
Plans Succeed. 


„The Teamsters’ Temple is to be the 
name of an office building in the downtown 
district that will be used solely for offices 
and meeting halls for the Teamsters’ Na- 
tional union. This organization has grown 
so rapidly th&t its members have decided 
that its business cannot be conducted with 
headquarters of the locals in different parts 
of the city. | 
The new building will probably be in Mon- 
roe street, west of Fifth avenue. It will be 
a five story structure, with halls and offices 
for all of the thirty-five Chicago locals. It 

is hoped that when all the teamsters of the 

entire country are in one organization 
the building will become the national head- 
quarters, and that i will be published the 
monthly magazine of the general union. 

The move of the teamsters is the first of 
its kind since the old building trades coun- 
cil rented 187 Washington street and es- 
tablished there a building for the entire 
labor world of the district. When the lease 
was given up the teamsters, who had head- 
quarters there, divided up, and now are es- 
tablished in five sets of offices and use over 
ten different halls for meetings.

LYNCHINGS NORTH AND SOUTH.

There is no reason why a resolute, alert, and 
courageous ‘sheriff, with the power of the

Suspension of English of parlia- 
ment by order of the speaker or by the vote 
of the house. means merely an exclusion 
from any participation in the parliamentary 
debates for a stated time. In France and 
in other continental countries where par- 
liamentary forms of government prevail 
the suspension of a legislator by the presid- 
ing officer of the chamber means a great 
deal more. For it entails the docking of his

SEEKER FOR SHORT WEIGHT 
FOOLED BY THE CANDY MEN. 


City Sealer’s Inspector, in Making 
Tests, Secures More Confections from’ 
State Street Dealers than He Paid For 


City Sealer Quinn yesterday found that 
the candy merchants along State street are 
giving uniformly good weight. Some are 
giving ‘‘ scripture measure "—pressed down 
and running over. 

Reports have reached Mr. Quinn’s office 
that the candy men were giving short 
weight. A swain who had sent a box of 
marshmallows to his sweetheart received 

a tart note from her to the effect that the 
layers in the box had been mulcted 
to the extent of six or seven marshmallows 
to the layer and his complaint started the 
investigation. 

Inspector H. U. Buford visited ten firms. 
in State street, and a half of a pound of 
confectionety was purchased in each. Only 
two shortages were found—one of an eighth 
of an ounce and the other a quarter of an 
ounce—and these were not regarded as 
ing worth a prosecution. 

Several of the boxes contained conceit: 
ably more than half a pound. A box .of 
marshmallows was found to be five ounces 
over half a pound, and e tin box was 
weighed separately. The result showed 
that the inspector still more candy than 
he had paid for. 

It is refreshing to find one set of dealers 
who are willing to give the people what 
they pay for,“ remarked Mr. Quinn. The 
candy men certainly show up a better. 
average than the merchants in a number 
of other lines.

For fifty y I have been announting 
hymns from the hymn bock of the Meth- 
odist church, during that time have 


never discovered a hymn that would be 
classed with the “ doggerel ot the hymn 
referred to. 

Singing the Songs of Zion has one 
of the strong forces of Methodism. The 
poetic quality of all her hymns may not be 
up to the standard of modern taste and crit- 
icism, and yet in the use of her hymns she 
has made “melody in her Beast unto 9 
Lord. 

All hymns in the Methodist hymna! are 
not first class.

DENIES NEGOTIATING WITH YALE 
FOR FOOTBALL GAKE. | 


Belief Grows That Princeton Is Eleven 
with Which Efforts Are Being Made 
to Arrange Contest for Chicago 
Team—Midway Director Discusses 
Difficulty of Convincing Easterners 
That West Is Entitled to Recogni- 
tion—Busy Month for the Athletes, 


Director Stagg of the University of Chi- 
cago returned from his Christmas sojourn 
in the mountains of North Carolina yester- 
day and immediately opened up athletic 
operations at the university by coaching sev- 
eral of his track athletes in the gymnasium. | 
‘He denied that he had opened any negofia- 
tions with Yale for a football match next 
fall. However, he would neither confirm nor 
deny that he was after a match with oneof 
the big four, contenting himself with dodging 
the question. He said: I don’t know that 
we need a game with one of the big eastern

They Will Not Pay Increased Rates om, 
Flour Shipped Between Dee. 8 and 
Jan. 1, Because of Sharp Move of 

_Bastern Lines—Chicago-Minneap- 
olis Roads Get the Worst of the 

Bargain — Santa Fe Lets Building 

Contracts. | 


The flour shipped by the Minneapolis mil- 
lers between Dec. 8 and Jan. 1 will not be 
overcharged, as was expected, but will be 
carried from Minneapolis to the seaboard at 
a flat rate of 22% cents a hundred pounds on 
export and 25 cents on domestic. The Min- 
neapolis millers had expected to pay the in- 
creased rates and then wait to get the dif- 
ference back in the form of a claim at som 
future time. This was brought about 
through the action of the eastern lines, in 
which they refused to accept flour from the 
western lines and forward it east at a rate 
which would show any overcharge, because 
if they did so they would become liable for 
a part of the overcharge and be compelled to 
= on the same basis as did the western 

nes. 

As the matter now stands, the flour will be 
billed through to New York from Minne- 
apolis on the rates stated. On these rates 
the eastern lines demand their full propor- 
tion of the advanced rate which goes into 
effect Jan. 1. This is 16.7 cents a hundred 
pounds from Chicago to New York on export 
and 18.4 cents on domestic, and the western 
lines will get 5.8 cents on export and 6.6 
cents on domestic, which is 1.7 cents less on 
export and 0.7 cents less on domestic than 
the regular division sheets allow them. 

This is considered as a shrewd move on 
the part of the eastern lines, and the stand 
they have ‘taken in the matter throws the 
entire responsibility on the western lines, 
which stand all the shrinkage. The millers 
are the gainers by the action, for otherwise 
the freight would have gone through over- 


| charged, and as a matter of fact the eastern 


lines could have been forced into paying 
their proportion of the overcharge because 
the old through tariffs were not canceled 
until Jan. 1. 6

GAS STOVE IN SMALL ROOM 
CAUSES DEATH OF WOMAN. 
Marian Fleming Makes i at 
2529 Indiana Avenue Air Tight to 
Keep Out Cold and Is Asphyxiated. 


The burning of gas in a small, tightly closed 
room is held by physicians to have been the 
cause of the death of Miss Marian Fleming, 
found dead at 2520 Indiana avenue yesterday 
afternoon. 

Miss Fleming, wns was 55 years old and 
worked as a dressmaker, had not been seen 
for several days, and Mrs. Lily E. Park, from 
whom she rented the room, decided to investi- 
gate. She found the door of the room un- 
locked. When she opened it she was almost 
overpowered by the odor of gas. Within the 
room a small gas stove was burning and on 
the cot lay the body of Miss Fleming. | 

Dr. Edward O. F. Roler, 2306 Indiana ave- 
nue, had considerable difficulty in tearing 
from the one small window the cloth Miss 
Fleming had wedged about the casement to 
keep out the cold. When the window was 
raised the gas was driven out and the low 
burning gas again blazed brightly. Dr. Rol- 
er's investigation led him to declare that Miss 
Fleming had been dead for two days. That 
the death was not the result of suicide is 
believed to be indicated by the fact that the 
door was left unlocked. a 

Although Miss Fleming had roomed at the 
house for over a year, little is known of her 
there. 


WOMAN FREE IN FORGERY CASE.. 
Marie Roltsch Held, However, Under 


a Federal Charge—Is 


Defendants. 


Marie Roltsch, one of the several persons 
accused of forging the name of Mrs. C. R. 
Crane to checks which were cashed at the 
Corn Exchange bank, was acquitted yester- 
day. Paying Teller George C. Fox testified 
that the woman went to the bank and cashed 
the check, signing the name Gene George 
as indorsement. Her handwriting resem- 
bled that on the check, but Judge Brentano 
refused to permit the state to introduce the 
handwriting in evidence.

MARTHA HILL FILES ANSWER 
TO FULLERTON ESTATE CLAIM. 


Declares Silas P. Hubbell Has Received 


$100,000 and Has No an Set 


Aside His Deed to Her. 


S. Hill yesterday filed her reply to 
the bill of Silas P. Hubbell, in which she 
seeks a share of the estate of Charles W. 
Fullerton. Miss Hill in her bill, which was 
filed in the United States Circuit court by 
her attorney, Gwynn Garnett, denies Mr. 
Hubbell’s right to set aside his deed to her 
of his half interest in the Fullerton property. 
The history of the transaction, as shown by 
the answer, is as follows: 

“On Dec. 19, 1900, about two weeks after 
Mr. Fullerton's death, Hubbell offered to sell 
to Miss Hill his interest in the estate, the 
answer states, and he was then informed 
that he and his brother had come into the 
estate, and that she had no claim to it. But 
as she had passed most of her life in the 
Fullerton family, had always been recog- 
nized as a daughter of Charles W. Fullerton’s 
father, Miss Hill thought she had a moral 
claim that ought to be recognized. 

Hubbell then told her he knew about her 
relations to the family, and said he thought 
she was entitled to the bulk of the estate. 
He stated he did not want the care of a large 
estate, but only wanted a competence for 
himself, and fixed his own price. He then 
executed a deed to her. but told her shortly 
afterwards tkat he was not satisfied, and re- 
quested her to pay him $50,000 moré. 

Miss Hill agreed to do so and gave him 
her note for that amount, without interest, as 
agreed between them. Afterwards, in April, 
1901, learning that Mr. Hubbell was dissat- 
isfled betause the note did not draw inter- 
est, she proposed to give him a new note for 
the same amount drawing interest. He 
agreed to that, but demanded at the same 
time that she pay him another $50,000. At 
that time he claimed that when he made 
the deed he had been misled into believing 
there were other heirs, and that the estate 
was of greater value than it had been repre- 
sented to him. Miss Hill denied that he had 
been misled, but the upshot of it all was 
that a new compromise agreement was made 
on April 20, 1901, in which she agreed to give 
him $50,000 more in cash or improved real 
estate. 

He has received interest every six months 
since Dec. 21, 1900, on the $50,000 note, one 
payment being made to him since he com- 
menced his suit. Before he made the agree- 
ment he was told to go to the office of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, ad- 
ministrator, to examine the Inventory and 
to make all other inquiries he wished. Mr. 
Hubbell refused, however, to go to the office 
of the trust company or to make and exami- 
nation, saying he had all the information he 
wanted. The agreement he signed on April 
20, 1901, states that he then knew he and his 
brother were the only heirs, and that he had 
heard the estate was worth from $3,000,000 
to $4,000,000. 

Miss Hill denies that there was any false 
or fraudulent statement made to Hubbell, 
but says that the purchase was in every way 
fair and open, that he was told the estate 
belonged to him and his brother, and that he 
was informed as to its value. 


FLOW OF DRAINAGE CANAL 
IS GUARDED AS A SECRET. 


President Smyth Denies Catering to the 
Vessel Owners, but Will Give No 


Now that navigation is closed it has been 
asked why the flow of water through the 
drainage canal should be restrained. In re- 
ply President Smyth of the drainage board 
declares that the flow is not restrained, but 
he refuses to say just how much water is 
passing through the canal. 

“The only limit. that I know anything 
about is that fixed by the government per- 
mit of 250,000 cubic feet a minute. What is 
the flow now? That is a secret, but we have 
made application to the war department to 
have it increased to 350,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute and hope the request soon will be grant- 
ed. We are not catering to tug or vessel 
owners as has been charged. 

According to President Smyth, the board 
will again try to secure legislation annexing 
the Evanston and the Calumet regions to 
the drainage district. The board will go to 
Springfield with a measure seeking to in- 
crease the tax levy and give the board power 
to issue more bonds. The purpose is to 
raise money with which to develop and im- 
prove the water power of the canal. From

Brasil | Crop Suffers from the Cold and 
the Prospects Are That the Berry 
Will Be Advanced in Price All Over 
the World Within a Few Months— 
Never So Cheap as at Present, How- 
ever, and the Trade Is in a Bad 


promises to nip pocketbooks the whole world 
around. It will mean, dealers believe, that 
the price of coffee must be advanced 5 cents 
a pound within the next few months. 

At present the price of coffee is the lowest 
that it has-been for years. The world uses 
annually about 17,000,000 bags of coffee, but 
the plantations produced more than 20,000,- 
000 bags last year, and as a consequence 
the battom fell out of the market. 

But now comes the frost, and while the 
crop last year was 15,500,000 bags for Brazil 
alone, the coming nage is estimated at 
various figures ranging from _ 6,000,000 to 
12,000,000 bags. In the fear, however, that 
the frost has not sufficiently reduced the 
prospective crop, exporters are advising the 
planters to neglect their trees for a season 
or two. The market must be put on a norma! 
basis at any cost, they say.

The price of coffee has not been so low 
as at present since 1882. Probably nearly 
half the Brazilian crop is now selling at 
about 10 cents a pound roasted, whereas five 
and six years ago it sold for about 15 cents, 
The cause is overproduction—in fact, the 
market hadilibecome overstocked to such an 
extent that the planters and importers would 
welcome any contingency that would tend 
to restrict the production. The trust prin- 
ciple for effecting that result has not as 
yet been applied to coffee. 

Reports from Brazil are that a frost 
damaged the coffee trees this year and that 
the crop will not amount to more than 
12,000,000 bags. Last year it was 15,500,000 
bags. Some reliabie Brazilian exporters esti- 
mate that it will not exceed 9,000,000, while 


bags. If the crop should be 25 per cent 
short the prices would advance. 

“It is unfortunate that coffee cannot be 
used for any purpose other than for drink- 
ing. It would be a big boom to the business 
it it were otherwise. I smoked coffee once

18.— There has been a 
long discussion in the Times concern- 

ing Victorian novelists. It was begun 

by Sir Edward Clarke, the eminent bar- 
rister, who in the course of an address 

to workingmen asserted that the art of novel 
writing had declined greatly during the last 
forty years and that no novel worthy to be 
compared with the writings of the early Vic- 
torian novelists had appeared, with the pos- 
sible exception of Tess of the D' Urder- 


vines. To this Mr. Edmund Gosse took ex- 


ception im a letter to the Times, and there- 
upon a controversy ensued. Mr. Gosse said, 
in effect, that Sir Edward Clarke was a 
confirmed and notorious lawyer, and there- 


fore could know nothing about novels. Mr. 
| Augustine, Birrell said that Mr. Gosse was 
virtually setting himself up as an infallible 


pope, and the Times iteelf printed a solemn 
leader summing up the case and adminis- 
tering what it considered to be substantial 
justice: 

This sort of thing does not te be 
worthy of Sir Edward Clarke, and Mr. EA- 
mund Gosse, and Mr. Augustine Birrell. 
None of these gentlemen has any cause, or 
probably any wish, to advertise himself, and 
gelf-advertisement is usually the only mean- 
ing of letters such as have recently appeared 
jn the Times. It is gopd advertisement for 
a writer to express his opinions on literary 
questions in a letter or several letters to the 
Times, and not a few enterprising writers 
avail themselves of the fact by discussing 
questions of the same general importance 
as the celebrated question whether the 
ancient Greeks and Romans went ahead of 
the locofoco party —the discussion of 
which, it will be remembered, was abruptly 
terminated by the revolver of Mr. Hannibal 
Chollop.. But without doubt the parties to 
the recent discussion concerning Victorian 
novelists were in earnest and imagined that 
they were in some way furthering the cause 
of literature. |

But if we were to tell the 
truth, do we not prefer Stevenson to Dickens, 
and Merédith to Thackeray? Sir Edward, 
Clarke only repeated what has been said 
many times, but I totally fail to see the truth 
of his assertion as to the later Victorian 
novelists. We have Meredith, Hardy, Kip- 
ling, Conrad, Hope, Zangwill, Parker, and 
others, all of whom write novels that com- 
pel our admiration, and several of whom are 
distinctly men of genius. In what possible 
way was Dickens a greater writer than Kip- 
ling, or why should any ohe hesitate to say 
that in his own peculiar field Conrad is a 
greater genius than any of the early Vic- 
torian writers?

Gen. De Wet's book on the war is rather 
the event of the week. Like its author, it 
is clever, but not altogether satisfactory 
to friend or foe. De Wet was evidently not 
estimated at his true value by the other 
Boer generals, and as for the British pub- 
lic, it found him most unsatisfactory while 
he was in the field, The book gives what 
is evidently a truthful account of the opera- 
tions in which the author was personally en- 
gaged, and is written in a readable way, but 
it does not adhere strictly to the truth in 
certain matters. De Wet has the impudence 
—for it is nothing else—to write of the British 
cruelties to women, as exemplified by the 
concentration camps, and he evidently con- 
siders that for the British to burn farm- 
houses was an outrage. His idea is that of 
most Boers and their sympathizers, that the 
war should have been so conducted.as not 
seriously to inconvenience the Boers. That 
may be a noble idea, but is certainly not 
war. However, the British public does not 
much care what the opinions of De Wet or 
any other Boer are as to the concentration 
camps, provided the Boers will now conduct 
themselves as peaceable subjects, and this 
De Wet exhorts them to do. He is now, as 
he claims, a loyal British subject, and never 


| expects to be anything else. Let us hope 


that he never will be, for in a war such as, 
that of the last three years De Wet is about 
as difficult a leader with whom to cope as 
can well be imagined. His book will nat- 
urally have a large sale—much larger in all 
probability than the book just published by 
ex-President Kruger. The British public al- 
ways admires a brave and clever enemy, and 
De Wet appealéd to their imagination in a 
way that the cunning old gentleman who ren 
away with the e never did.

NLY an honest book can live; only 
absolute sincerity can stand the 
test of time.

man virtues and qualities—probity, direct- 
ness, simplicity, sincerity, love.“ 

They 
are, as a matter of fact, the utterance of 
John Burroughs, who, having said a great 
many true things about nature, hag proceed 
ed in Literary Values and Other Papers 
to gay much that is true about art. Mr. Bur- 
roughs has always, unconsclousiy, one feels 
sure, put the stamp of himself’ upon every, 
sentence. He does not bother to say any 
thing that he does not mean, and though he 
ie facile and thinks and writes easily, he 
does not put forth triffing thoughts or make 
any splurge about his notions.

GRACE CORNEAU WRITES OF 
WHAT THE PARISIANS READ. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. 
ARIS, Dec. 20.—It is quite rare that a 
cabinet official finds the time to write 
a book. The present undersecretary 
of state, Alexander Berard, however, 
nas proved himself an exception to the 
rule, and has just written a curious, inter- 
esting novel entitled Marcella.“ The 
scene of the story is laid in ancient Gaul, 
that is to say, in the heart of France itself, in 
what forms today the departments of Ain 
and the Rhone. To strike a blow at civiliza- 
tion as represented by the Gauls at Lions, 
the barbarians decided to invade the city, 
which they sacked and burned. In the midgt 
of these horrors there is the consolation of 
the love story between Marcella and Titus 
Filaccus, who are finally united in love and 
in death in the fina] sacking of the y. The 
story is well told and historically interest- 
ing, full of dramatic incidents cleverly 
pictured. ae 

Among the attractive new books by young 
authors, which are always interesting as 
precursors of future greatness, I find

vest, quite in the first rank and particularly

and, like the prodigal son, warmly welcomed. 
I must say that it is to the credit of the Anglo- 
Saxon race that one can admire and respect 
a good work of any kind, whatever the polit- 
ical opinion of its author. Im Fragee, how- 
ever, critics cannot be liberal; are on 
one side or the other, and, excepting towards 
authors who are neutral, there is no possibile 
fair judgment. 

There is really no one in French literature 
today who can evoke more admiration in a 
few pages than Maurice Barres. His style 
is perfection and in his latest work on the

ESTERDAY’S public rehearsal by 

the Chicago orchestra proved a 
pleasant surprise. In the first 
place it had not been expected 
that the audience would be of 
more than moderate size, and, in 
the second, no exteptional meas- 
ure of enjoyment had been anticipated from 
listening to the program Mr. Thomas had ar- 
ranged. The day was anything other than 
propitious for a matinée so far as weather 
conditions were concerned, and the list of 
selections announced contained nothing of 
a character sufficiently sensational to jus- 
tify the hope that the patrons would defy the 
rain and appear in large numbers at the Au- 
ditorium. 

Judge, then, of the pleasure and satisfac- 
tion when the audience proved one of the 
best the season has brought. The baicony 
was to all intents and purposes entirely sold 
out, the galleries were well filled, and the 
seats on the lower floor were nearly all occu- 
pied. It was an audience, too, that was as 
enthusiastic as it was numerous, the solo- 
ist of the afternoon and the orchestra hav- 
ing no cause for feeling that their endeavors 
failed to find appreciation, 

The program also proved a surprise in the 
enjoyment it afforded. There are certain

the eye, despite the fact that the majority or 
all of the numbers have in time past proved 
power to please. The explanation is 
not easily discoverable, but that programs 
have this ability to attract or repel is evi-

Just why the 
list should not have won the instant recogni- 
tion of every music lover is not exactly clear, 
for it contained three compositions of ac- 
knowledged beauty, but the confession is 
freely made that there was at least one 
auditor who went to the rehearsal not an- 
ticipating any unusual amount of enjoyment.

Parker. The compositions of this kind are 
not numerous and but few of them are espe- 
clally satisfactory. The organ and the or- 
chestra have too much in common to make 
writing for them in. combination a problem 
easy of solution. Mr. Parker Has, however, 
performed his self-imposed task in a man- 
ner truly brilliant. He has produced a con- 


tively as the solo instrument and yet he has 
made interesting all that he has given the 
orchestra to do. 
By eliminating from the orchestra the en- 
tire wood wind choir, he has reserved for the 
solo instrument a monopoly of those tonal 
colors that are most effective and beautiful 
in it, and by skillful employment of these 
against the strings and brasses of the or- 
chestra has been able to raise the organ 
into the prominence desired for the making 
of a successful concerto. The opening and 
the closing allegroes are out of the usual. 
only because of this clever method in or- | 
chestration, and because of the vital and 


and the high musicianship that distinguishes 
the handling of that material, but the adagio 
and the allegretto are strikingly original and 
exceptionally beautiful. In the slow move- 
ment, which follows the allegro without in- 
terruption, the composer has used almost 
exclusively the organ, a solo violin, a solo 
horn, and the harp. The result is as lovely 
a piece of organ music as can be found, the 
theme on which the movement is built being 
finely melodious and expressive, and the 
skill with which it is handled in combina- 
tion with the other instruments being mas- 
terly. It is a composition that should find 
instant and lasting favor at the hands of 
organists, for it is as grateful for the soloist 
as it is musically beautiful. N 4

To write a scherzo or other rapidly timed 
movement for the organ is difficult, the pon- 
derous and majestic nature of the instru- 
ment itself being opposed to such a pro- 
cedure. It was therefore with curiosity that 
one awaited discévery of Mr. Parker's man- 
ner of tackling this problem. He went at 
it with the same cleverness and skill that 
aided him in the slow movement of his con- 
certo. He wrote an allegretto, using the 
quick speaking stops on the organ, and ac- 
companying with the strings and the kettle- 
drum. The product is a movement in which 
the suggestion of lightness and liveliness 
are excellently maintained throughout, and 
yet there is at no time a hint that the organ 
was being: compelled to do what it is not 
well fitted to do. Mr. Parker has avoided 
length and diffuseness throughout the entire 
work and interest and enjoyment never for 
an instant lag—a statement that can be ap- 
plied with honesty to but few compositions 
for the organ. The composer played the solo 
part with splendid command of his instru- 
ment and was received with the enthusiasm 
to which the creating of so admirable a work 
and the able performing of it entitled him. 
An encore being insisted upon, he gave the 
C minor prelude and fugue of Bach, play- 
ing it in more deliberate tempo than is usual, 
but with great clarity, fine attention ‘to 
dynamic e and splendid musician- 


ship.

NE of the handsomest volumes of 
‘the season is Gardner Williams’ 
"Diamond Mines of South Africa: 
Some Account of Their Rise and De- 
volopment.”” (Macmillan company.) 
As Mr. Williams is general manager of the De 
Beers Consolidated Mines, Ltd., he is quali- 
fied in more ways than one to write this large 
and interesting book. After, in a first chap- 
ter, telling af the ancient adamahs, and the 
part which diamonds have played in life from 
the earliest times, he passes on to the Ophir 
land of old, and the various expeditions which 
were sent out to find it. He describes the 
ancient idea of King Solomon's mines, and 
locates them to his own satisfaction in Rho- 
desia. He gives some interesting accounts 
of the attempts of Dutch, Spanish, and Eng- 
‘lish to explore the country in search of treas- 
ure and of the mishaps which befell the 
pioneers. This brings the story down to 
the first permanent hold which the English 
got upon the Cape. The coming of the 0 ior

Then he comes to the discovery of the 
diamond beds.

On the Orange river some thirty miles 
above its junction with the Vaal there was 
the hamlet of Hopetown. For centuries un- 
numbered tite aboriginal tribes had been ig- 
morantly trampling under foot gems of 
countless price, and for years Dutch and 
English hunters, ploneers, farmers, shep- 
herds,. and missionaries trekked as heedless- 
ly over the African diamond beds. There is 
nothing surprising in this oversight. No spot 
in a diamond field has the faintest re“ 
semblance to a jeweler’s show tray. One of 
the trekking. Boers, Daniel Jacobs, made his 
homie on the banks of the Orange river, near 
the little settlement of Hopetown. His boys 
and girls had never seen a doll or toy of any 
kind, but the instinct of childhood will find 
playthings on .the face of the most barren 
karoo, and the Jacobs children were luckily 
close to the edge of a river which was strewn 
with uncommonly beautiful pebbles, mixed 
‘with coarser gravel. 
“Here were garnets with their rich carmine 
flush, the fainter rose of the carnelian, the 
bronze of the jasper, the thick cream of the 
chalcedony, heaps of agates of motiey-hues 
and many shining rock crystals. From this 
party-colored bed the children picked what- 
ever caught their eye arid fancy, and filled 
their pockets with their chosen pebbles. S0 a 
poor farmer’s child found playthings scat- 
tered on a river bank which a prince might 
covet, and the boy might have skimmed the : 
face of the river with one white stone which 
was worth more than his father’s farm. For- 
tunately he did not play ducks and drakes 
with this one particular stone which he foun 
one day in the early spring of 1867, but carri 
it ome in his pocket and dropped it with a 
hafidful of other pebbles on the farmhouse 
floor.“ His mother noticed it and showed it 
to a neighbor, Schalk van Niekerk. He of- 
fered to buy it, but she gave it to him. He 
let a trader, John O'Reilly, have it to see 
if it could be sold. Many people looked at 
it, but they thought it merely a topaz and 
almost worthless. Commissioner Boyes of 
Colesburg pronounced it a diamond, and an 
expert afterward said that it was worth $2,- | 
500. Boyes and others hastened out to Jacobs’ 
farm and the search for diamonds began. 
At first the farmers could not be bothered 
with the matter, and it was the children who 
sought for the blink klippe—bright stones. 
But it was ten months before the second dia- 
mond was found, and this was thirty miles 
from the location of the first. Examiners ' 
from Europe, who came out to examine the 
field, reported adversely at first, and the slow 
advance of discovery cast doubts on the 
genuineness of the find. The government re- 
fused at first to bear the expense of an official 
report, So private parties, less skeptical, be- 
gan investigation and soon the whole coun- 
try was overrun with prospectors, some of 
them experts, others depending upon luck. 
Stones of more and more value began to be 
picked up and then the rush began. Pros- 
pectors from every country of Europe, from 
Australia, from America, and Brazil flocked 


cut up. The wildest stories got afloat, and 
the country soon assumed all the features of 
a vast mining camp.
